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THE DESCRIPTION 

A Soccer Practice Game. 

This is an original Soccer practice game, 

When players practice Soccer on their own, in an open space, they 
are never in a position to practice kicking the ball as they 
spend most of their time retrieving it. 

This invention comprises an original screw in valve cover which 
fits into a new valve attachment in a Soccer ball. It is a means 
by which the adapted Soccer ball can be fixed to a required 
length of elastic. The other end of the elastic is fixed to a 
Ground Disc thus forming a Soccer game. The invention will now 
be described with reference to the accompanying diagrams: 

Figure 1 shows the Ground Disc which has an oval shape head and 
a pointed leg which is pushed into the ground. 

Figure 2 shows the valve attachments and the position of the 
elastic. 

Figure 3 shows the valve screwed into the ball with the elastic 
cord protruding. 



Figure 4 shows the ball in use. 



CliAIM 



1. This new Soccer Practice Game comprises a screw in valve 
cover which fits into a valve attachment in a Soccer ball. 
It is a means by which the adapted Soccer ball can be fixed 
to a required length of elastic. The other end of the 
elastic is fixed to a Ground Disc thus forming a Soccer 
Game.

It is a means by which the soccer ball - without 
restricting its normal use when untethei?dl - can be fixed 
to a required length of elastic. The other end of the 
elastic is fixed to a ground disc thus forming a soccer 
practice game. 
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
